Double  Early  Tulips 

With  few  exceptions,  Double  Tulips  should  be  used  for  forcing  and 
bedding  only.  The  flowers  are  very  durable,  and  as  they  open  slightly 
later  than  other  Tulips,  they  prolong  the  flowering  period.  Stems  12  to 
15  inches  high.  Bloom  during  late  April  and  are  remindful  of  peonies. 
Alternate  rows  of  Single  Early  and  Double  Tulips  are  very  effective.

Would  you  ask  a  fair  maiden  to  dance,  present  her  with  a 
white  Hyacinth,  which  asks  charmingly:  “Will  you  dance 
with  me?”  A  purple  Hyacinth  will  say  for  you:  “I  am 
sorry.” 

The  old  Greeks  used  Hyacinths  for  bridal  wreaths  and  the  bride’s 
attendants  wore  crowns  made  of  that  flower.  Strangely,  the  Hyacinth 
is  also  associated  with  death.  The  odor  was  once  believed  to  be  danger¬ 
ous  when  inhaled  in  large  quantities.  The  story  runs  that  in  France  a  murder 
was  committed  by  filling  the  victim’s  bedroom  with  Hyacinths  while  he  was 
sleeping. 

The  Hyacinth  was  named  after  a  Laconian  youth,  Hyacinthus,  to  whom 
Apollo,  the  god  of  music,  was  very  devoted.  One  day  the  two  friends  were 
throwing  quoits.  Suddenly  a  discus  which  Apollo  had  pitched  with  great  force 
swerved  and  struck  Hyacinthus  on  the  forehead,  killing  him  instantly.  Apollo 
was  heartbroken  and  wept  bitterly.  “Oh,  that  I  could  die  for  you,”  he  ex¬ 
claimed,  “but  since  that  cannot  be,  my  lyre  shall  keep  your  memory  alive.” 
When  he  had  ended,  a  lovely  flower  with  delicate  purple  bells  had  sprung  up 
where  Hyacinthus’  blood  had  spotted  the  ground. 

“If  thou  hast  but  two  loaves  of  bread,  sell  one  of  them,  and  buy  white 
Hyacinths  to  feed  thy  soul.” 

Culture  is  similar  to  other  bulbs.  Plant  6  inches  apart  and  cover  with  4 
inches  of  soil.  Setting  the  bulbs  on  a  layer  of  sand  improves  the  bloom.  They 
are  best  in  beds  and  other  formal  arrangements.  A  most  popular  indoor  plant;

4.  Plant  even  with  crown  where  foliage 

turns  green. 

5.  Plant  masses,  avoiding  sharp  con¬ 

trasts.
